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Births  . 


During  the  year,  419  births,  205  boys  and  214-  girls,  were  registered 
as  having  occurred  in  the  district,  most  of  them  in  Ashby  and  District 
General  Hospital,  the  parents  residing  outside  the  area.  The  number 
properly  applicable  to  Ashby  Urban  District  was  116,  55  boys  and  6l  girls. 
The  birth  rate  (14.6)  was  slightly  higher  than  last  year's  (13.3)  but 
lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (l6.9).  The  percentage  of 
illegitimate  live  births  was  lower  at  2.6  than  last  year  (4.9)  and  much 
lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Last  year  there  were  no  still 
births  but  in  1968  2 occurred,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  17,  compared 
with  14  for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths. 


After  allowing  for  deaths  transferred  in  and  transferred  out  - 
referring  to  persons  normally  resident  within  or  without  the  district  - 
99  deaths,  51  males  and  48  females,  took  place,  giving  a death  rate  of  13.2, 
much  higher  than  last  year’s  (8.7)  and  somewhat  higher  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  (11.9). 

More  than  half  of  the  deaths  of  Ashby  residents  which  occurred  outside 
the  area  actually  took  place  in  hospital  in  Burt on-on-Trent  and  a smaller 
number  in  Leicester  hospitals. 


One  death  of  an  infant  under  1 year  occurred;  in  fact,  the  baby 
concerned  was  under  one  week  old,  and  had  been  born  by  Caesarean  section. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  8.6,  compared  with  10  in  1967  and  18  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1968  - a very  satisfactory  figure.  The  peri-natal 
mortality  rate,  which  refers  to  deaths  under  one  week,  plus  still  births, 
at  25  was  much  higher  than  the  rate  for  1967  (10)  but  the  same  as  that  for 
the  whole  country.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


One  hospital,  the  Ashby  and  District  General  Hospital,  is  situated 
in  the  district  and  is  under  the  administration  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  There  are  15  general  beds  and  13  maternity  beds.  Out- 
patient clinics  for  general  surgery,  gynaecology  and  psychiatry  are  held, 
staffed  by  consultants  from  Burton-on-Trent , Derby  and  Leicester,  but  the 
general  trend  for  consultant  opinion  is  towards  Burton-on-Trent  (Birmingham 
Regional  Hospital  Board) . There  is  a casualty  out-patient  department  as 
well,  staffed  by  local  practitioners  in  which  minor  injuries  can  be  dealt 
with,  whilst  those  of  a more  serious  nature  are  sent  for  attention  to 
larger  hospitals,  in  particular,  Burton-on-Trent  General  Hospital. 

General  medical,  dental  and  ophthalmic  services  are  provided  through 
the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Executive  Council,  130,  Regent  Road, 
Leicester.  There  is  a group  practice  in  the  area,  the  members  of  which  are 
seen  by  appointment,  and  to  which  is  attached  County  Council  nursing  and 
health  visiting  staff . 

Most  of  the  other  medical  and  allied  services  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council,  e.g.  home  nursing,  domiciliary  midwifery,  domestic  help 
and  ambulance  services,  the  two  last  mentioned  being  administered  from  area 
headquarters  situated  in  Coalville.  Washing  and/or  laundry  facilities  are 
available  where  necessary  through  the  Domestic  Help  Service.  There  is  a 
County  Home  - Loudoun  House  - in  Ashby  with  mixed  accommodation  for  47 
patients  but  there  is  no  provision  for  Chronic  Sick  patients  in  the 
immediate  vicinity. 

A Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Baptist  Schoolroom  in 
Brook  Street  and  welfare  foods  are  obtainable  there.  Maternity  outfits 
can  be  obtained  on  doctor’s  or  midwife's  certificate  from  the  offices  of 
the  Ashby  Rural  District  Council,  South  Street,  Ashby-de-la-Zouoh,  'whilst 
stocks  of  incontinence  pads  are  held  at  the  offices  of  the  W0R0V0S., 

Market  Street,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch. 


Meals  on  Wheels. 

This  service  continues  to  serve  a useful  purpose.  24  meals,  cooked 
in  a local  factory  ea.nteen  kitchen  are  provided  twice  a week  (Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays)  at  a small  cost  to  the  recipients  and  are  distributed  by 
a rota  of  helpers  organised  by  the  W.R.V  S.  There  is  always  a comparative 
shortage  of  helpers  in  this  work  and  further  recruits  are  always  welcome. 
Applications  for  meals  on  wheels  are  "vetted”  by  your  M.o.H.  and  between 
m y appointment  and  the  end  of  the  year  5 visits,  involving  6 persons,  were 
made.  Not  all  persons  whose  names  are  submitted  for  consideration  are 
prepared  to  participate  in  the  scheme  and,  in  any  case,  the  criteria  are 
kept  under  constant  review. 
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National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 


No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  above,  but  some 
supervision  has  been  maintained  in  a quiet  way  on  some  border-line 
cases .

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Tuberculosis . 


As  stated  elsewhere,  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year  and  no  deaths  from  the  disease  occurred. 

The  Leicester  Area  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Ashby  in  the 
Spring,  but  no  cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  close  or  occasional 
supervision  were  found.  The  table  below  shows  the  numbers  attending 
with  the  abnormalities  discovered.

The  Infective  Jaundice  Regulations  1968  cane  into  force  on  the  15th 
June,  1968,  thus  making  this  disease  notifiable  in  the  district  for  the 
first  time.  In  this  connection,  where  it  is  found  on  enquiry  that  a 
patient  so  suffering  is  a blood  donor  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service  in 
Sheffield  is  to  be  notified  and  the  donor  will  then  be  "resigned1'  from 
the  panel  of  donors.  If  a house  contact  of  a person  suffering  from 
infective  jaundice  is  a blood  donor  again  the  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
is  to  be  notified  and  such  a person  will  not  be  allowed  to  give  blood  for 
about  six  months  thereafter  and  then  only  after  thorough  investigation  intc 
his  subsequent  health. 
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The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  came  into 
effect  on  1st  October,  1968.  Acute  influenzal  pneumonia,  acute  primary 
pneumonia,  acute  rheumatism,  puerperal  fever,  erysipelas  and  membranous 
croup  became  no  longer  notifiable  but  tetanus,  leptospirosis,  and 
yellow  fever  became  notifiable  for  the  first  time.  In  addition,  the 
powers  of  a Local  Authority  to  require  a person  to  stop  work  in  order 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection  were  extended  to  permit  of  action  in 
oases  of  food  poisoning. 


International  Certificates  of  Vaccination. 


Different  countries  have  different  regulations  as  to  immunisation 
procedures  to  be  undertaken  by  intending  visitors  so  that  it  is 
important  for  those  intending  to  travel  to  foreign  countries  to  ascertain 
from  their  travel  agents  what  immunisations  are  required,  and  to  give 
their  own  doctor,  who  is  likely  to  carry  out  the  programme,  sufficient 
notice  so  that  time  is  available  for  him  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 
After  the  necessary  immunisations  have  been  carried  out  an  international 
certificate  of  vaccination  is  completed  by  the  doctor  concerned,  and  his 
signature  is  then  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  district  in  'which  he  practises  by  an  approved  stamp.  Failure  to 
have  the  certificate  properly  completed  or  to  have  the  signature  verified 
may  lead  to  difficulties  both  at  points  of  departure  from  and  returning 
to  Britain. 

About  a hundred  such  certificates  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  under  review. 

Special  arrangements  for  vaccination  against  yellow  fever  are 
necessary  as  this  procedure  can  only  be  carried  out  at  certain  centres. 

Other  routine  work  involved  the  follow-up  of  contacts  of  cases  of 
dysentery  and  typhoid  fever  occurring  in  other  areas,  and  of  people 
arriving  in  this  country  from  abroad  without  a valid  international  certificate 
of  vaccination  against  smallpox. 
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Terrapins  in  a Local  School. 

An  article  in  "The  Public  Health  Inspector"  in  August,  1968, 
drew  the  attention  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  fact  that 
terrapins  appeared  to  carry  different  strains  of  salmonellae,  that 
the  presence  of  salmonellae  in  terrapins  was  wide  spread  and  that  about 
50%  of  those  sampled  were  so  affected;  the  public  were  not  aware  of 
the  dangers  which  could  arise  from  handling  them  and  that,  as  many  were 
found  in  schools  and  in  private  homes,  there  was  a risk  of  people 
handling  them,  especially  children,  becoming  infected. 

Mr.  Wynne  had  knowledge  of  at  least  one  school  where  terrapins 
were  present  and,  although  no  proof  existed  that  these  particular 
terrapins  were  infected  with  salmonellae,  when  the  dangers  were  pointed 
out  to  the  head  teacher,  the  latter  readily  accepted  his  advice  to 
dispose  of  them  and,  in  fact,  promised  to  inform  colleagues  in  other 
schools  of  the  incipient  dangers.

Fublic  Cleansing. 

A weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout 
the  district  except  during  the  Statutory  Holidays  - a total  of 
six  days  per  year  when  about  600  houses  do  not  have  the  domestic 
refuse  collected  for  14  days.  The  refuse  collection  service  has 
not  closed  down  for  annual  holidays  since  1966. 

The  number  of  dustbins  collected  per  week  has  increased  from 
3283  on  1st  January,  to  3489  on  the  31st  December. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  number  of  dustbins 
collected  per  week  has  increased  by  over  40%  in  the  last  decade, 
it  has  been  possible  to  achieve  and  maintain  a weekly  refuse 
collection  service  without  any  increase  in  staff  by:- 

i.  Substituting  a 23  cubic  yards  Pore  and  Aft  Freighter 
for  the  10  cubic  yards  side  loader  in  1961. 

ii.  The  introduction  of  a bonus  incentive  scheme  in  1962 
based  on  the  number  of  dustbins  collected. 

iii.  The  purchase  of  a 40  yard  continuous  loading  refuse 
collection  vehicle  in  1967« 

The  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  during  the 
year  was  19/ld.  per  head  of  the  population,  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  average  for  Urban  Districts  in  Leicestershire  - 
£1.  4.  3.  per  head  of  the  population. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  is  collected  by  a Dennis  Paxit  III 
continuous  loading  vehicle  with  a crew  of  five  loaders  and  driver. 
The  Shelvoke  and  Drury  Lorry  is  now  seven  years  old  and  is  kept  on 
standby  duty  and  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  pails  in  the 
outlying  areas  of  the  Urban  District  on  one  day  per  week. 
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Trade  refuse  is  collected  by  arrangement  from  shops  and 
offices  and  a charge  of  £1.  0.  0.  per  year  is  made  for  the 
weekly  collection  of  each  bin. 


The  present  Tip  adjoining  the  Ticknall  Tunnel  is  estimated 
to  have  a life  of  30  months  but  a new  Tip  has  been  acquired  at 
Lount  in  conjunction  with  the  Ashby— de—la— Zouch  Rural  District 
Council  which  will  be  brought  into  use  when  required.

Four  samples  of  swimming  pool  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  the  Hood  Park  Pool  regularly 
for  bacteriological  examination  since  it  was  re-opened  in  1964.  Not 
one  un- satisfactory  result  has  been  received  in  the  five  seasons  during 
which  the  pool  has  been  open.  Credit  must  be  paid  to  the  Baths  Manager 
and  his  staff  for  maintaining  this  very  high  standard  at  the  Hood  Park 
Pool.

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  13th 
January,  1964,  in  which  it  was  intended  to  close  105  unfit  houses  by  1972, 
is  now  well  behind  schedule. 

The  erection  of  dwellings  to  re-house  the  occupiers  of  these  unfit 
houses  must  exercise  the  attention  of  the  Council  during  the  next  few  years.

Action  was  taken  against  the  owner  of  a three  storey  house* which 
was  occupied  by  six  separate  families,  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1961. 

On  receipt  of  formal  notices,  the  owner  served  notices  to  quit  on 
the  sub-tenants,  two  of  whom  found  alternative  accommodation  and  the 
remainder  were  re-housed  by  the  Council.
